Your RadioShack Light Up Hippo helps 
light the way in the dark. With the 
touch of a button, your Hippo shines a 
light bright enough to scare away even 
the darkest shadows! 

IM5TALUMG BATTERIE5 

You need two C batteries (not sup- 
plied) to power your Hippo. For the 
best performance and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline bat- 
teries. 

Warning; Dispose of batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not bury or 
burn them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 

• If you do not plan to use the light 
for several weeks, remove the 
batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can damage elec- 
tronic parts. 

1. Remove the 
screw from 
the battery 
compartment's 
cover and gen- 
tly pry open 
the cover. 


2. Place the batteries in the com- 
partment as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. 

3. Close the cover and replace the 
screw. 

Replace the batteries when the Hip- 
po's light dims. 

OPERATIOM 

Push the button on the Hippo's handle 
in the direction of the arrow (^ ON). 
The Hippo's mouth opens and the light 
turns on. 

Close the Hippo's mouth to turn off 
the light. 

REPLAa/MG THE LIGHT 
BULB 

If the light stops working, replace the 
bulb with a new 2.47-volt, 300 mA 
Type 14 bulb (not supplied), available 
at your local RadioShack store. 

1. Push the button on the Hippo's 
handle down to open its mouth. 
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2. Use a screwdriver to remove the screw 
from the bezel securing the bulb's lens, 
then gently pry off the bezel. 

3. Remove the lens and rotate the old 
bulb counterclockwise to remove it. 

4. Thread a fresh bulb clockwise into the 
bulb socket. 

5. Replace the lens, snap the bezel in 
place, and replace the screw. 


CARE 

Keep the Hippo dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store the Hippo 
only in normal temperature environments. 
Handle the Hippo carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the Hippo away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Hippo's in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate its warranty. If your 
Hippo is not performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
